HEWITT  ELECTED  CONVENTION  PRESIDENT 

1 _ — - Morris  and  Whittington  Are  Vice-Presidents, 


Oppose  Public  Funds  For  Sectarian  purposes 

JACKSON,  Nov.  14—  In  what  many  describe  as  one  of  the  best 
sessions  in  years,  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Convention,  meeting  in  Jack- 
son,  refused  to  change  the  distribution  of  Cooperative  Program  funds 
from  50-50  to  45-55;  adopted  an  amendment  to  the  by-laws  prohibiting 
other  than  Baptists  from  teaching  in  Baptist  schools  and  voted  to  con¬ 
tinue  Woman’s  College.  . . 

Other  significant  actions  include;  opposing  use  of  public  funds  for 
the  suP|H>rt  of  sectarian  schools  and  hospitals;  adoption  of  resolutions 
urging  President  Truman  not  to  send  an  envoy  to  the  Vatican;  allocat¬ 
ing  two  per  cent  of  Cooperative  Program  funds  for  the  Mississippi 
Baptists  Hospital  School  of  Nursing;  declining  to  raise  from  20  to  11 
1-2  per  cent  the  allocation  for  Christian  Education;  and  voting  to  have 
.  special  offering  for  Christian  Education  in  March  in  lieu  of  the  above. 

The  Convention  voted  to  return  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Convention 
Board  the  Mississippi  Baptist  Hour  Radio  Program.  It  also  clarified  the 
six-year  rule  by  voting  that  no  person  could  serve  more  than  six  years 
_ _ _ _ — - -  on  any  Board  or  Boards.

sions  were  featured. 

Secretary  Quarles  delivered  an  ad¬ 
dress  commemorating  the  Silver  Anni¬ 
versary  of  the  Cooperative  Pregram. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Kyzar  made  the  report  on 
Foreign  Missions  and  backed  it  up  with 
a  forceful  address. 

Dr.  George  W.  Saddler  at  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  made  an  brio  ruling  and 
inspiring  address  on  the  work  of  the 
fnrpjgn  missionaries. 

At  the  closing  session  on  Thursday 
morning  the  Convention  granted  a  right- 
of-way  to  the  State  Highway  Depart¬ 
ment  through  the  Clarke  College  pro¬ 
perty. 

Named  a  committee  to  study  charters 
of  all  Baptist  schools  and  ordered  heeds 
ot  schools  to  bring  a  prepared  study  of 
the  charter  to  the  1961  convention. 

Committee  members  to  study  the  char¬ 
ters  of  Baptists  of  the  schools  are :  Dr. 
L.  E.  Green,  Prentiss;  Rev.  Estus  Ma¬ 
son,  Meridian;  Dr.  It.  A.  Tullos,  Green¬ 
wood;  Rev.  D.  L.  ffiD,  Corinth;  K.  R. 
Kofer.  Water  Valley;  Hermon  Dean, 
Canton  and  A.  P.  Coleman,  Ackerman. 

It  was  voted  to  hold  the  1951  conven¬ 
tion  at  the  First  Church,  Jackson,  Nov. 
13-15  and  Rev.  W.  L.  Day,  Ttipelo  was 
named  to  preach  the  convention  sermon 
with  Dr.  Charles  McKay  of  Pascagoula 
as  alternate. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  allocations 

do  not  bring  enough  money  to  the 
schools  for  current  operations  and  other 

expenses,  the  Convention  voted  to  desig¬ 
nate  March  25  as  a  day  for  a  special 
offering  for  Christian  Education. 

A  committee  composed  at  Owen  Coop¬ 
er,  Yazoo  City,  chairman.  Dr.  W.  Lan- 
don  Miller,  Brookhaven,  Dr.  S.  R.  Wood- 
son,  Columbus,  Dr.  T.  R.  McKibbens, 
Laurel,  and  Dr.  D.  Swan  Haworth, 
Vicksburg,  was  appointed  te  make  plans 
and  conduct  an  active  campaign  to  as¬ 
sure  the  success  at  the  offering. 

The  Convention  voted  that  the  20  per 
cent  which  is  allocated  tor  Christian 
Education  be  divided  as  follows:  Missis¬ 
sippi  College  34*4  per  cent;  Bine  Moun¬ 
tain  College  Woman’s  College 

19 Vi;  Clarke  College  19«4  and  Baptist 
Hospital  School  at  Nursing  3. 

The  convention  adopted  the  report  of 
the  Convention  Board  which  showed 
that  total  gifts  for  the  year.  $1,3*7.157.79 
were  the  highest  fa  the  history  of  the 
convention. 

A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to 
with  the  Training  Union.

Church  Groups 
Defeat  Gamblinq 
Proposals 

Washington,  D.  C.— (RNS)—  Religkms 
groups  were  successful  fa  defeating  a 
number  of  meaures  which  they  opposed 
in  the  November  7  elections,  tabula¬ 
tions  made  here  disclosed. 

A  proposal  for  legalized  gambling  in 
California,  vigorously  opposed  by  re¬ 
ligious  leaders  of  the  three  faiths,  lost 
1,500,000  to  500,000. 

The  gambling  proposal  was  advanced 
as  a  means  of  financing  social  welfare, 
including  aid  to  the  aged.  Churchmea 
saw  in  the  measure  a  threat  to  the 
moral  structure  of  the  community  and 
a  promise  at  poverty  fa  many  homes. 

Arizona  also  heavily  defeated  a  pro¬ 
posal,  vigorously  opposed  by  church 
groups,  tor  legalizing  various  forms  ef 
gambling. 

Montana  rejected  a  referendum  which 
would  have  legalized  slot  machines. 
The  Montana  Council  of  Churches  led  a 
drive  against  this  proposal. 

In  Massachusetts,  church  RrooP* 
helped  to  defeat  a  state  lottery  pm- 

The  proposed  lottery  was  advocated 
by  its  sponsors  as  a  means  of  partly 
financing  old-age  pensions.

A  new  < 
emphasis  may  be  given  different  from 
the  standpoint  of  some  of  those  you 
hear.  These  are  my  own  views.  They  do 
not  necessarily  reflect  the  views  of  the 
Convention  Board.  I  speak  to  you  on  the 
subject,  “A  Worthy  State  Mission  Pro¬ 
gram”. 

I.  A  worthy  program  for  Mississippi 
is  a  program  that  we  can  afford — that 
we  can  support— and  sustain  through 
the  years.  Many  objects  can  claim  our 
attention — good  and  fine — but  should  not 
find  a  place  in  our  program  for  the 
simple  reason  that  In  the  light  of  basic 
needs  and  money  available  we  can  not 
afford  them.  You  cannot  spend  the  same 
dollar  twice. 

n.  A  worthy  program  of  state  mis¬ 
sions  for  Mississippi  shall  be  directed 
first  of  aU  to  the  churches  that 
compose  the  state  Convention.  This  pro¬ 
gram  is  one  that  ahall  assuredly  and  un¬ 
swervingly  strengthen  all  of  our  Baptist 
churches  wherever  they  are.  The  pro¬ 
gram  of  work  of  every  individual  pastor 
and  congregation  should  feel  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  our  mission  program  and  deem 
it  helpful.  Otherwise,  it  is  not  a  worthy 
program. 

There  is  much  talk  of  pyramiding  the 
work  of  our  denomination.  We  say  our 
advance  shall  be  made  with  an  ever 
broadening  base.  No  other  type  of  ad¬ 
vance  can  be  successfully  established 
and  made  permanent.  The  broad  base  is 
the  State  Mission  program  that  ever 
builds  and  develops  the  individual 
churches. 

We  say  that  our  program  must  be  di¬ 
rected  to  all  the  churches  —  country 
churches,  town  churches,  city  churches, 
college  churches,  county-seat  town 
churches,  churches  in  industrial  centers, 
large  churches,  small  churches,  church¬ 
es  with  great  departmentized  educa¬ 
tional  programs  and  churches  with  a  few 
classes,  unions,  circles  or  organizations. 

Country  Churches:  Most  of  us  came 
from  country  churches.  They  are  the 
teed  bed  of  Baptist  ministry.  They  are 
the  grass  roots  of  til  our  strength  and 
faith,  our  present  and  our  future.  We 
must  share  everything  we  have  with 
these  churches.  None  of  them  must  be 
overlooked.  None  is  too  small  for  our 
consideration  and  concern.  None  is  too 
out  of  the  way  to  be  reached  by  Baptist 
field  workers.  We  must  reach  that 
farthest  church. 

City  churches:  Rapidly  our  churches  in 
the  cities  are  growing.  It  would  be  hard 
to  find  a  city  church  anywhere  that  is 
not  having  growing  pains.  Buildings  are 
being  found  inadequate.  They  must  ex¬ 
pand. 

Our  problem  ia  not  mainly  a  rural 
problem.  It  is  an  urban  or  city  problem. 
Thousands  of  Baptists  move  to  the  city 
and  refuse  to  serve.  If  they  attend, 
many  of  them  prefer  to  hide  in  the 
crowd. 

A  young  man  was  suddenly  killed  in 
an  automobile  accident  in  the  town 

where  I  was  was  tar.  He  had  a  lovehr  wife 


and  a  precious  baby.  I  had  sought  him 
out  several  times  and  had  tried  to  inter¬ 
est  him  in  our  church.  He  was  a  Baptist 
with  his  membership  in  a  rural  church. 

His  business,  an  internationally  known 
concern,  had  sent  him  to  our  city.  We 

visited  in  vain.  The  Sunday  School  and  _ 

Training  Union  forces  visited  in  vain. 

He  did  not  attend  our  church  so  far  as  P 
I  know  a  single  time. 

The  accident  came  like  a  fl-sh  of  at 
light.  He  was  dead.  I  attended  his  fun-  j  , 
eral  up  in  a  North  Alabama  country  j 
church.  Two  fine  rural  preachers  con- 
ducted  the  service.  Both  of  them  had  w 
been  his  pastor.  One  told  of  his  accept-  P> 
ance  of  Christ  as  a  boy  and  of  his  privi¬ 
lege  of  baptizing  the  lad.  The  other  told  ol 
of  his  faithfulness  as  clerk  of  the  church  ^ 
and  in  other  services.  ^ 

Knowing  that  we  had  tried  and  had 
tried  hard  to  enlist  him,  my  heart  cried 
out,  ‘‘Something  is  wrong  somewhere”.  ^ 
We  must  pitch  our  program  in  a  way 
that  we  shall  deepen  their  consecration 
and  their  faithfulness  so  that  their  ser-  * 
vice  shall  continue  even  though  they  f 
move  to  another  church  field. 

III.  A  worthy  mission  program  is  one  r 
that  will  specifically  minister  to  the  p 
development  of  the  leadership  of  the  ^ 
churches.  This  leads  us  to  say  that  it  ^ 
must  be  our  deepest  concern  to  develop  ^ 
the  organizational  life  of  our  churches.  t 
To  be  sure  there  are  organizations  that  t 
are  cold,  lifeless  and  mechanical,  but  , 
they  do  not  have  to  be  so.  There  is  no-  , 
thing  unspiritual  in  organization.  Yes,  ^ 
we  need  more  agonizing  with  our  or¬ 
ganizing.  Organizing  without  agonizing  j 
in  prayer  is  practically  and  spiritually  ^ 
useless.  But  when  I  begin  agonizing  , 
about  a  matter  I  want  to  call  in  friends  i 
who  are  sincere  Christians  to  pray  and  ( 
work  with  me  about  the  matter.  That  Is 
organizing. 

What  specifically  shall  be  our  ap¬ 
proach  to  the  needs  of  dur  churches?  A 
consecrated  competent  personable  staff 
of  field  workers  cannot  be  overlooked. 
‘‘Voices”  from  “away  from  home"  are 
valuable.  Even  though  they  are  saying 
the  same  things  that  local  workers  have 
been  saying,  there  is  something  about 
an  outsider  saying  it  that  is  helpful.  As 
a  pastor  I  was  always  grateful  for  our 
denominational  workers  who  came  and 
gave  a  tremendous  impetus  to  the  work. 

In  the  main  they  said  in  other  words 
what  I  had  been  saying.  They  helped 
and  I  was  grateful. 

It  is  my  dream  that  here  in  Mississippi 
that  we  shall  have  an  enlarged  corps  of 
workers  to  go  to  our  churches  with  stim¬ 
ulating  messages,  helpful  procedures 
and  methods  of  work  that  have  been 
i  proven  helpful  and  in  many  places  suc- 
i  cessful.  Our  Sunday  School  field  force 
i  needs  strengthening,  our  W.  M.  U.  force 
1  needs  strengthening,  our  Brotherhood 
field  force  needs  strengthening.  Addi¬ 
tional  workers  will  give  that  strength. 
Just  as  rapidly  as  our  mission  funds  in¬ 
crease  and  are  available  for  state  mis¬ 
sion  work,  just  so  rapidly  ahould  we 
seek  to  bolster  our  field  force. 

IV.  A  worthy  State  Mission  program 
to  reach  all  of  our  churches  must  be 
a  carefully  planned  and  efficiently  pro- 

i  moted.  There  is  no  better  way  to  reach 

s  all  of  our  church**  than  through  the 
e  associational  organizations.  We  are 

..  praying  for  the  day  to  come  soon  when 

'  all  of  our  Associations  shall  organize 
il  for  all  our  work,  i.e.,  that  there  shall  be 

,  ,  Sunday  School  organization  in  every 

v  Association.  Training  Unions,  W.  M. 

1  u.’s  and  Brotherhoods  shall  likewise  be 

e  organized.  With  these  organizations 

functioning  under  the  direction  of  a 
b  Moderator  and  Associational  Executive 

ii  Committee  all  the  year  around,  we  could 
[«  then  auccessfull  take  all  of  our  work, 
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plans  and  programs  to  all  our  people.  C; 

I  would  speak  a  word  here  for  Associ-  gi 
ational  Missionaries.  I  believe  in  them.  b; 
I  see  their  value  and  worth  to  our  work. 

I  see  them  as  extended  arms  of  all  our  w 
work.  They  are  our  only  hope  in  many  tl 

places.  * 

Of  course,  I  must  say  that  I  believe  in  ii 
one  kind  of  Associational  Missionary.  I  w 
believe  in  the  kind  that  works.  I  believe  C 
in  the  kind  that  has  a  plan  whereby  he  ( 
might  reach  the  people  with  the  full 
Baptist  message  and  program  and  then  b 
works  his  plan.  I  think  an  Associational  B 
Missionary  should  work  through  the  re- 
gular  Associational  oragnizations  as  far 
as  possible.  He  should  help  keep  them 
fully  organized  and  functioning. 

Such  a  program  is  invaluable.  Let  us  - 
magnify  our  Associational  missionary 
program.  Let  us  unify  our  program.  1 
There  should  be  a  closer  “tie-in”  of  our 
Associational  missionaries  with  our  state  1 
workers.  This  is  not  pleading  for  cen¬ 
tralization  of  power.  We  don’t  want  1 
that.  It  is  a  plea  for  a  uniformity  in  the  | 
work  and  unity  among  the  workers  that  < 
will  give  us  all  greater  influence  in  the  < 
work  for  the  glory  of  God. 

I  hope  we  can  develop  a  “Mississippi 
Plan”  that  will  be  acceptable  to  all  our 
people.  This  plan  should  set  out  a  defi¬ 
nite  organizational  plan.  It  should  call 
for  the  perennial  functioning  of  the  Mod¬ 
erator  and  executive  committee  of  the 
Association.  Each  Association  should 
have  a  complete  Associational  organiza¬ 
tion  for  the  promotion  of  every  phase 
of  our  organized  life.  Regular  meetings 
should  be  held. 

Out  in  the  West  I  have  observed  the 
monthly  conference  in  a  number  of  As¬ 
sociations.  This  plan  calls  for  a  meeting 
a  month.  It  is  an  all-day  meeting  at¬ 
tended  by  church  leaders,  pastors,  W. 

M.  U.,  Sunday  School,  Training  Union, 
and  Brotherhood  leaders.  The  work  is 
planned,  promoted  and  prayed  for.  It 
s  is  a  great  unifying  force  in  the  churches 
and  in  the  Association. 

V.  Special  aids  to  leadership  develop¬ 
ment  should  be  apart  of  a  worthy  state 
mission  program.  The  Baptist  Record 
has  been  quite  successful  in  building  up 
its  subscription  list  through  the  efforts 
and  splendid  leadership  of  Dr.  A.  L. 
Goodrich,  the  Editor.  The  Baptist  Re¬ 
cord  is  a  great  aid  to  many  pastors  and 
I  could  hardly  conceive  of  a  pastor  being 
satisfied  with  his  church  until  it  accepted 
the  EVERY  FAMILY  Plan. 

The  Baptist  Student  Union  work  is  a 
very  definite  aid  to  leadership.  We  feel 
that  our  work  with  other  races  should 
always  be  through  their  leadership. 
Isn’t  it  therefore  consistent  to  say  that 
t  one  of  our  greatest  opportunities  Is  to 
work  with  our  future  leadership  a  large 
part  of  which  is  to  be  found  in  our 
college  centers.  I  fear  that  B.S.U.  work 
B  ia  the  most  “undersold”  part  of  our 
work.  It  is  indeed  small  vision  not  to 
B  see  the  possibilities  of  this  link  between 
e  the  colleges  and  the  church. 

The  tract  ministry  is  a  great  apecial 
aid.  During  this  last  Convention  year 
[  we  printed  and  distributed  407,586  tracts. 
€  These  tracts  cost  our  Convention  Board 
ia  $3,824  28. 

a  Various  conferences,  such  as  the  Evan- 
e  gelistic  conference,  Sewardship  Confer- 
ld  ences,  and  other  Leadership  Conferences 
rk,  are  definite  aids  to  leadership  develop¬ 


ment.  In  January  of  1*61  we  will  con¬ 
duct  fifteen  Leadership  Conferences  m 
strategic  centers  in  each  one  of  the 
fifteen  Districts.  These  Leadership  Con¬ 
ferences  will  be  held  in  connection  with 
night  Men’s  Rallies. 

The  Mississippi  Woman’s  Missionary 
Union  has  graciously  offered  to  the 
Convention  Board  the  full  facilities  of 
Camp  Garaywa  July  1-28,  1951.  Wo 
greatly  appreciate  this  gracious  offer 
by  the  W.M.U. 

VI.  Denominational  responsibilities 
which  we  find  impossible  to  meet 
through  churches  find  their  place  in  a 
worthy  state  mission  program?  This  work 
includes  Institutional  Visitation,  Negro 
work,  Indian  work,  work  among  the 
Chinese,  work  on  college  campusea 
(Bible  teachers  in  Junior  Colleges,  etc.)* 
vn.  Evangelism  and  Stewardship  ia 
basic  in  a  worthy  state  mission  program. 
Much  emphasis  must  be  given  to  these 

two. 

Iam  told  that  in  Shanghai  Bay  that 
often  times  quick  typhoons  spring  up. 
Shanghai  Bay  is  crowded  with  house 
boats  in  which  large  and  small  famihea 
live.  When  the  quick  typhoons  come, 
many  times  lives  are  lost  as  the  boats 
are  overturned. 

Some  time  ago  one  of  these  quick 
typhoons  sprang  up  at  a  time  when  two 
great  battle  ships— one  a  British,  the 
other  an  American  battleship— were  an¬ 
chored  in  the  bay.  At  the  height  of  the 
fury  of  the  storm,  the  captain  of  the 
British  battleship  commanded  the 
search  light  on  the  top-most  mast  to 
be  turned  on.  That  powerful  search  light, 
that  powerful  pencil  of  light  swept  the 
bay  searching  for  people  struggling  in 
the  water.  Finally,  they  sAw  an  over¬ 
turned  boat  and  people  struggling  in  the 
water  holding  on  to  the  side  of  the  boat. 

At  the  command  from  the  Captain,  the 
British  Tars  sprang  in  the  life  boat  and 
went  out  and  pulled  the  people  out  of 
the  water.  When  they  turned  the  life  boat 
around  to  come  back  to  the  battleship, 
they  found  that  the  waves  were  too  high 
and  the  wind  too  strong.  They  could  not 
come  back. 

That  powerful  pencil  of  light  began 
searching  the  sea  wall  looking  for  some 
break— some  place  of  security  and  safe¬ 
ty.  The  place  was  found  and  the  pencil 
of  light  went  back  and  forth,  back  and

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same  operating  budget  it  had 
when  there  were  only  one  thou- 
sand  students.  More  money  will  be 
required  to  operate  a  hospital  of 
five  hundred  beds  than  one  of 
three  huhdred  beds.  And  so  on. 

A  church  with  an  auditorium 
capacity  of  fifteen  hundred,  and 
expanded  Sunday  School  facilities 
and  equipment  will  need  much 
more  money  for  current  expenses 
than  when  it  was  half  the  size. 
Every  item  of  maintainance  ex¬ 
pense  will  inevitably  increase— 
heating,  cooling,  lighting,  insur¬ 
ance,  general  upkeep,  and  all  the 
rest.  An  increased  office  staff  may 
also  be  necessary. 

There  is  one  thing  we  must 
watch:  these  increased  local  re¬ 
quirements  must  not  be  allowed  to 
cut  into  our  benevolence  and  mis¬ 
sion  gifts.  It  could  easily  happen.

HAS  GENERAL  MacARTHUR 
SURRENDERED  TO  THE 
ROMAN  CATHOLICS? 

It  must  have  been  a  galling  ex¬ 
perience  for  the  mighty  General 
Douglas  MacArthur,  after  having  re¬ 
ceived  the  Japanese  surrender  on  the 
deck  of  the  battleship  Missouri  on 
that  historic  day  in  August.  1945, 
now  to  surrender  himself  to  the 
Roman  Catholle  Hierarchy.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  newspaper  reports  he  has 
yielded  to  Roman  Catholic  protest 
'and  ordered  the  omission  of  all  re¬ 
ferences  to  birth  control  from  a  book 
which  Professor  Edward  Ackerman 
of  the  University  of  Chicago  had 
written  on  the  resources  of  Japan. 
He  had  made  a  survey  of  Japan  for 
that  purpose  as  a  special  consultant 
of  the  U.  8.  Army.  Already  2,500 
copies  of  the  book  had  been  printed. 
All  distribution  has  been  halted  until 
all  references  to  birth  control  are 
deleted.  Missions  offers  no  comment 
whatsoever  about  birth  control.  All 
that  thu  magazine  Is  concerned  with 
here  is  freedom  of  the  press,  one  of 
President  Roosevelt’s  four  freedoms 
for  which  the  war  was  allegedly 
fought,  or  was  It?

You  know,  also  that  those  who  believe 
In  the  separation  of  church  and  state  (as 
did  those  who  framed  and  adopted  our 
Constitution)  have  ample  grounds  to  be- 
lieve — and  fear-that  the  crusade  for 
free  transportation  and  participation  in 
the  lunch  program  (paid  for  from  pub¬ 
lic  funds)  is  but  the  first  skirmish  for 
complete  government  support  for  church 
schools.

Catholicism  is  seeking  to  convince  the 
unwary  that  opposition  to  any  ambition 
of  the  Roman  Hierarchy  is  working  in 
favor  of  Communism.  What  Catholics 
ignore,  and  wish  Protestants  would  for¬ 
get,  is  the  fact  that  Communism  has 
’  not’  as  yet  made  much  progress  in  any 
.  country  that  had  religious  liberty, 
t  Certainly  we  all  appreciate,  and  are

Merits  Of  Board  of  Directors 
For  The  Baptist  Record 


In  making  his  annual  report  for  the 
Baptist  Record  Editor  A.  L.  Goodrich 
announced  an  all-time  high  circulation 
of  68,151.  Preceding  his  report,  Dr.  W. 
Douglass  Hudgins,  chairman  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Record  Advisory  Committee  made 
the  following  report: 

During  the  twelve  months  two  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  committee  have  been  held  and 
the  committee  members  have  sought  to 
acquaint  themselves  with  the  manage¬ 
ment,  editorial  policy,  publication  prob¬ 
lems,  financial  condition  and  denomina¬ 
tional  relationship  of  the  Record. 

The  committee  would  like  to  advise  the 
convention  that  the  costs  of  operation 
gradually  have  increased  during  the  year 
but  a  small  profit  again  will  be  reported. 

Possibility  of  a  now  printing  contract 
was  considered  during  the  year,  but  the 
Korean  war,  with  its  attendant  alloca¬ 
tion  of  newsprint,  made  any  contractual 
change  impractical. 

Counsel  was  exchanged  with  Editor 
Goodrich  in  regard  to  improving  the 
legibility,  arrangement,  and  general 
readability  of  the  Record,  and  definite 
steps  have  been  taken  to  insure  an  im¬ 
provement  in  the  quality  of  workmanship 
of  the  contracted  printing  firm. 

The  committee  wishes  to  "bring  recom¬ 
mendation,  viz: 

WHEREAS — Most  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Denominational  Papers  now  are  op¬ 
erating  as  institutions  under  the  Board 
of  Directors  elected  by,  and  responsible 
to,  their  respective  State  Conventions, 
therefore, — 

WE  RECOMMEND  that,  during  the 
coming  year,  study  be  given  to  the  ad¬ 
visability  of  having  the  Baptist  Record 
operated  as  an  independent  agency,  of 
the  Convention,  by  means  of  a  Board  of 
Directors  elected  by,  and  responsible  to, 
,K*>  Convention.

Report  Of  Committee 
To  ReviewConvention 
Board  Report 

The  committee  appointed  to  review 
tne  Convention  Board’s  report  submits 
the  following: 

“First,  as  our  new  executive  secretary 
says.  The  spirit  of  the  people  is  good. 

“Second,  our  churches  baptized  the 
largest  number  in  their  history. 

“Third,  Rev.  Chester  L.  Quarles  has 
become  the  executive  secretary  of  our 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board, 
and  J.  E.  Lane,  the  treasurer  of  the 
Board. 

“Fourth,  our  Cooperative  Program  re¬ 
ceipts  for  the  Convention  year  were 
$802,872.09,  an  increase  of  $65,497.44  over 
last  year.  Total  gifts  to  all  causes  were 
$1,367,157.79,  this  being  the  largest 
amount  ever  contributed  to  all  causes  by 
our  people  in  any  one  year. 

“Fifth,  we  call  special  attention  to 
the  supplementary  salary  aid  to  forty- 
three  pastors,  who  are  located  in  twenty- 
six  associations.  These  pastors  baptized 
445  and  received  390  others  by  letters 
Into  their  churches.  Our  Board  also  as¬ 
sisted  92  churches  in  Church  Building 
Aid.  Part  of  the  salaries  of  26  associa- 
tional  Missionaries  is  paid.  These  mis¬ 
sionaries  won  723  for  baptism  and  390 
by  letter  and  otherwise. 

“Sixth,  race  relations  in  Mississippi 
are  helped  by  our  expenditure  of  $13,- 
900  00  in  Negro  work. 

“Seventh,  we  commend  Dr.  A.  L. 
Goodrich  for  his  tireless  labors  as  editor 
and  circulation  manager  of  the  Baptist 
Record,  which  has  grown  so  remarkably 
in  circulation  under  his  able  direction. 

“Eighth,  the  board  is  to  be  commend¬ 
ed  for  taking  care  of  all  the  interests 
of  the  Convention,  in  every  department 
of  the  work.  Brotherhood,  Rural  Church 
work,  Sunday  School  Dept.,  Baptist  Stu¬ 
dent  Union,  Dept,  of  Temperance  Activ¬ 
ities,  Training  Union,  W.  M.  U.;  Baptist 
Historical  Society,  and  the  Chinese 
Mission. 

Ninth,  since  Dr.  J.  L.  Boyd,  Sr.  has 
requested  that  we  raise  the  allocation  of 
the  Baptist  Historical  Society  from  $300 
to  $360,  we  recommend  that  his  request 
be  granted. 

Tenth,  we  wish  to  approve  all  ten  of 
the  recommendations  made  by  the  Con¬ 
vention  Board  to  the  Convention,  which 
are  as  follows: 

(1)  We  recommend  that  the  goal  for 
Cooperative  Program  receipts  for  the 
Convention  year  1950-1951  be  set  at  $900,- 
000. 

(2)  We  recommend  that  we  continue 
the.  50-50  division  of  Cooperative  Funds 
for’  1950-1951. 

(3)  W*  recommend  that  all  pastors. 
Associations!  missionaries  and  Conven- 
ingtion  Board  workers  bo  urged  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  place  emphasis  on  stewardship 
and  tithing  during  the  Convention  year. 

(4)  We  recommend  that  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  be  given  continued  em¬ 
phasis  in  all  churches. 

(5)  We  recommend  that  evangelism  be 
given  greater  emphasis  than  ever  be¬ 
fore  in  our  history  during  the  Conven¬ 
tion  year  of  1960-1951,  and  all  Associa¬ 
tions  and  churches  be  urged  to  cooper¬ 
ate  fully  in  the  Evangelistic  Crusade 
east  of  the  Mississippi  River,  March  25- 
April  8,  1951.

LITTLE  ROCK.  Ark.  —(BP)—  A  Co¬ 
operative  Program  budget  of  $743,441.67 
for  1951  was  adopted  by  the  Arkansas 
Baptist  State  Convention  at  its  annual 
meeting  held  at  the  Immanuel  Baptist 
Church  here,  November  8-10.  After 
preferred  Items  amounting  to  $94,500  are 
deducted  from  Cooperative  Program  re¬ 
ceipts,  the  remainder  will  be  divided  60 
per  cent  for  state  causes  and  40  per 
cent  for  Southwide  causes. 

Reports  from  the  churches  revealed 
a  total  of  16,000  baptisms  for  the  asso- 
eiational  year,  an  all-time  record.

In  a  small  upstate  New  York  com¬ 
munity  we  will  call  Preston,  three  young 
couples  working  with  their  friends  and 
neighbors  in  the  past  year  have  gotten 
assurances  of  jobs  and  housing  for 
about  fifty  of  these  DP’s. 

About  a  dozen  of  them  are  already 
settled  in  and  around  Preston. 

But  getting  the  DP’s  here  is  only  the 
beginning,  according  to  Mrs.  Raymond 
Harris,  one  of  the  Preston  Women  who 
is  helping  resettle  them.  Once  here,  she 
explains,  they  still  need  guidance  in 
starting  life  in  their  new  country. 

Although  a  few  of  the  DP’a  already 
knew  English  or  had  learned  a  little  in 
the  DP  camps,  most  of  them  had  dif¬ 
ficulties  with  their  new  language.  Ann 
Lorimer,  English  teacher  in  the  local 
grade  school,  solved  that  problem  by 
setting  up  an  evening  English  class  for 
the  group. 

The  Harrises  realized  another  prob¬ 
lem  the  day  they  drove  a  Ukranian  cou¬ 
ple  to  a  nearby  town.  As  the  car  ap¬ 
proached  a  toll  bridge,  the  policeman 
directing  traffic  motioned  them  to  stop, 
came  over  and  directed  Mr.  Harris, 
“Move  it  into  the  next  lane,  brother.” 

The  two  passengers  had  become  tense 
and  white-faced.  Mrs.  Harris  explained 
gently, 

“It’s  all  right.  He  just  wants  to  get 
the  automobiles  over  the  bridge.  He 
doesn’t  care  about  your  politics.” 

The  Ukranian  couple  relaxed  a  little, 
but  the  man  turned  to  Mr.  Harris  with 
a  look  of  amazement 

“He  called  you  brother,”  the  Ukranian 
said.  Mr.  Harris  nodded. 

After  that  shopping  trip,  one  of  the 
first  stops  the  Harrises  made  with  new¬ 
comers  was  the  state  police  barracks, 
where  it  was  explained  that  in  spite  of 
the  uniforms,  the  troopers  were  friends. 

One  of  the  Preston  women  had  col¬ 
lected  clothes,  another  loaned  her  sew¬ 
ing  machine  for  any  alterations  that 
were  needed.  A  friend  with  a  large  fam¬ 
ily  to  wash  for  told  the  European  wo¬ 
men  they  could  use  her  automatic  wash¬ 
ing  machine.  “I  don’t  know  whether 
ihey  were  more  delighted  with  the  ma-  ♦ 
chine  or  with  having  all  the  soap  they 
needed  for  the  first  time  in  years.” 

Language  was  occasionally  a  prob¬ 
lem.  One  Latvian  woman,  trying  to  or¬ 
der  chopped  beef  with  the  help  of  a 
dictionary,  asked  for  “mince  meat”  un- 
hl  they  explained  it  was  called  ham¬ 
burger. 

But  she  and  the  others  were  amazed 
and  delighted  with  the  plenty  and  varie- 
ty  fo°d  they  could  buy.  Their  first 
Purchases  sometimes  required  some  un¬ 
derstanding  from  the  American  women. 

Another,  in  spite  of  a  small  budget, 
more  than  her  American  friends 
°n  fruit  and  vegetables  and  meat  be¬ 
cause  her  family  bad  lived  on  potatoes 
and  little  besides  for  a  long  time.

NOT  VERY  ENCOURAGING 

Protestants  in  this  country  are  con¬ 
stantly  being  exhorted  not  to  be  “anti- 
Catholic”  and  to  exercise  the  greatest 
tolerance  toward  their  Roman  Catholic 
neighbors.  This  we  hope  our  Christian 
people  do  and,  for  that  matter,  we  be¬ 
lieve  they  do.  But  good  feeling  between 
Catholic  and  Protestant  sections  in  this 
country  is  not  promoted  by  such  things 
as  the  following  report  from  Italy.  A  mis¬ 
sion  school  and  orphanage  operated  by 
the  Church  of  Christ  at  Frascati,  Italy, 
has  been  closed  and  its  twenty-two 
boys  ordered  out  by  the  Frascati  chief 
of  police.  At  the  same  time,  a  cable  from 
Cline  R.  Faden,  missionary  to  Frascati, 
revealed  that  seven  missionaries  at  the 
closed  school  faced  the  loss  of  their 
temporary  visas.  The  visas  are  valid 
until  January  13,  The  missionary 
claims  that  several  hundred  Christian 
Christmas  packages  were  confiscated  by 
Italian  customs  officials  in  recent  days 
and  he  had  to  request  that  American 
members  of  the  Church  of  Christ  stop 
sending  such  gifts.  These  facts  are  dis¬ 
closed  by  denominational  officials  of  the 
Church  of  Christ.  Try  to  imagine,  if  you 
can,  what  the  situation  would  be  were 
such  tyrannical  conditions  imposed  upon 
a  Roman  Catholic  institution  in  this 
country,  particularly  an  orphanage.  Of 
course,  we  know  perfectly  well  that  it 
would  not  happen,  for  nowhere  in  the 
world  are  Roman  Catholic  institutions 
more  secure  than  this  Protestant  land. 
Certainly,  Protestants  in  this  country 
have  a  right  to  demand  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  that  it  shall  not  com¬ 
mit  such  acts  of  persecution  on  Prot¬ 
estants  in  countries  where  the  church 
has  power  enough  to  command  police 
actions.— Watchman— Examiner

DENVER — The  ‘‘tide  of  public  opinio* 
sod  balloting,’*  in  the  United  States  ■ 
again  turning  to  prohibition  or  curbs  an 
alcoholic  beverages,  Mrs.  D.  Leigh  Cot. 
vin  of  Evanston,  Ill.,  president  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Woman’s  Christian  Temperance 
Union,  declared  here. 

In  her  presidential  address  to  the  76th 
annual  convention  of  the  organization, 
Mrs.  Colvin  said  that  more  than  one- 
fourth  of  the  country  by  area,  contain- 
ing  one-fifth  of  the  population,  is  now  dry 
or  bans  hard  liquor  by  local  option 
She  said  that  hard  liquor  consumption 
in  the  United  States  had  dropped  from 
231,000,000  gallons  in  1946  to  170,000.000 
gallons  last  year.  Consumption  of  beer 
and  wine  has  also  fallen  in  the  last  two  or 
three  years,  she  said,  “due  to  a  spiritual 
revival  and  drying-up  local  option  ” 

Mrs.  Colvin  warned,  however,  that  the 
war  on  alcoholic  beverages  is  only  be¬ 
ginning.

Missionary  Clem  D.  Hardy 
rushed  to  his  car.  Mrs  Hardy  and  Miss 

Dorothy  Donnelly  were  waiting  for  him  tj,,,,.,,,,  Rankin  a 
with  the  engine  running.  He  reached  the 
ear  uninjured,  and  they  pulled  away 
through  the  mob  with  rocks  bouncing 
off  the  top  of  the  car  like  hailstones.  - 
The  story  reads  like  a  tale  of  pioneer 
missionary  days  But  the  incident  occur¬ 
red  last  October  21  in  Manaos.  state  of 
Amazonas.  Brazil.  The  mob  mistook 
Mi*.  Hardy  for  Dr.  Goia  Martins,  an  ox- 
priest  who  had  aroused  the  wrath  of 
Roman  Catholics  by  a  sermon  broadcast. 

Dr.  Goia  was  scheduled  to  attend  the 
meeting  of  the  Amazonas  Baptist-  Con¬ 
vention  and  speak  at  the  evening  ser¬ 
vice.  While  the  first  song  was  being 
sung,  the  congregation  was  interrupted 
by  a'  shrieking  mob  throwing  sand  and 
rocks.  The  few  police  present  were  un¬ 
armed  and  could  not  quell  the  mob,  so 
Missionary  Hardy  was  asked  to  go  for 
help  in  his  car.  As  he  left  the  congrega¬ 
tion  the  crowd  attacked  him,  thinking 
be  was  Dr.  Goia. 

It  took  police  a  half  hour  to  quiet  the 
mob  A  portable  organ,  loud  speaker, 
light  plant,  and  other  equipment  which 
had  been  set  up  in  the  park  for  the 
meeting,  suffered  very  little  damage, 
although  wires  were  cut,  throwing  the 
place  into  darkness.  One  of  the  pastors 
and  some  others  of  the  group  received 
slight  injuries,  but  Dr.  Goia  escaped 
when  one  of  the  men  slipped  him  out  of 
the  darkened  park  and  to  his  home.  Not 
knowing  of  his  escape,  the  missionaries 
were  concerned  about  him  and,  with  the 
police,  searched  two  hours  before  they 
located  him  and  took  him  home  with 
them.  Police  guarded  the  missionary 
home  that  night. 

Dr.  Goia  preached  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  the  following  evening  and  after¬ 
ward  slipped  out  the  back  door  of  the 
church  before  his  enemies  knew  where 
he  was.  Twenty-two  people  made  pro¬ 
fessions  of  faith  in  Christ  at  that  service. 

Next  day  friends  in  three  cars  guarded 
the  Brazilian  preacher  until  he  was 
safely  aboard  the  plane  that  took  him 
to  his  home. 

Protests  have  been  lodged  with  the 
governor  of  the  state  of  Amazonas  and 
with  the  federal  government. 

COLOMBIA  TO  HAVE  HOSPITAL 

Government  permit  for  construction  of 
a  Baptist  hospital  in  Barranquilla,  Col¬ 
ombia,  has  been  granted,  and  Mission¬ 
ary-Doctor  Roy  C.  McClain ery  writes 
that  they  will  start  laying  the  founda¬ 
tion  for  the  building  immediately.  Mis¬ 
sionary  Howard  Shoemake  is  organizing 
and  overseeing  construction  work. 

A  wall  has  already  been  built  around 
the  hospital  property  and  a  small  unit 
erected  for  the  caretaker,  ambulance 
garage,  woodworking  shop,  and  general 
storage.  Dr.  McGlamery  thinks  the  hos¬ 
pital  may  be  opened  within  a  year.  They 
were  fortunate  in  having  purchased 
ateel,  pipe,  and  electrical  wire  before 
building  materials  became  scarce.

MOB  ATTACKS  BAPTIST 
MISSIONARIES  IN  BRAZIL 

“There  he  is!  Kill  him!  Kill  him!*' 
Through  a  yelling  mob  and  a  shower 
of  stones,  Missionary  Clem  D.  Hardy 
rushed  to  his  car.  Mrs.  Hardy  and  Miss 
Dorothy  Donnelly  were  waiting  for  him 
with  the  engine  running.  He  reached  the 
car  uninjured,  and  they  pulled  away 
through  the  mob  with  rocks  bouncing 
off  the  top  of  the  car  like  hailstones. 

The  story  reads  like  a  tale  of  pioneer 
missionary  days.  But  the  incident  occur¬ 
red  last  October  21  in  Manaos,  state  of 
Amasonas,  Brazil.  The  mob  mistook 
Mr.  Hardy  for  Dr.  Goia  Martins,  an  ex¬ 
priest  who  had  aroused  the  wrath  of 
Roman  Catholics  by  a  sermon  broadcast. 

Dr.  Goia  was  scheduled  to  attend  the 
meeting  of  the  Amazonas  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  and  speak  at  the  evening  ser¬ 
vice.  While  the  first  song  was  being 
sung,  the  congregation  was  interrupted 
by  a  shrieking  mob  throwing  sand  and 
rocks.  The  few  police  present  were  un¬ 
armed  and  could  not  quell  the  mob,  so 
Missionary  Hardy  was  asked  to  go  for 
help  in  his  car.  As  he  left  the  congrega¬ 
tion  the  crowd  attacked  him,  thinking 
he  was  Dr.  Goia. 

It  took  police  a  half  hour  to  quiet  the 
mob.  A  portable  organ,  loud-speaker, 
light  plant,  and  other  equipment  which 
had  been  set  up  in  the  park  for  the 
meeting,  suffered  very  little  damage, 
although  wires  were  cut,  throwing  the 
place  into  darkness.  One  of  the  pastors 
and  some  others  of  the  group  received 
slight  injuries,  but  Dr.  Goia  escaped 
when  one  of  the  men  slipped  him  out  of 
the  darkened  park  and  to  his  home.  Not 
knowing  of  his  escape,  the  missionaries 
were  concerned  about  him  and,  with  the 
police,  searched  two  hours  before  they 
located  him  and  took  him  home  with 
them.  Police  guarded  the  missionary 
home  that  night. 

Dr.  Goia  preached  at  the  First  Baptist 
Church  the  following  evening  and  after¬ 
ward  slipped  out  the  hack  door  of  the 
church  before  his  enemies  knew  where 
he  was.  Twenty-two  people  made  pro¬ 
fessions  of  faith  in  Christ  at  that  service. 
Next  day  friends  in  three  cars  guarded 
the  Brazilian  preacher  until  he  was 
safely  aboard  the  plane  that  took  him 
to  his  home. 

Protests  have  been  lodged  with  the 
governor  of  the  state  of  Amazonas  and 
with  the  federal  government. 

COLOMBIA  TO  HAVE  HOSPITAL 
Government  permit  for  construction  of 
a  Baptist  hospital  in  Barranquilla,  Col¬ 
ombia,  has  been  granted,  and  Mission¬ 
ary-Doctor  Roy  C.  McGlamery  writes 
that  they  will  start  laying  the  founda¬ 
tion  for  the  building  immediately.  Mis¬ 
sionary  Howard  Shoemake  is  organizing 
and  overseeing  construction  work. 

A  wall  has  already  been  built  around 
the  hospital  property  and  a  small  unit 
erected  for  the  caretaker,  ambulance 
garage,  woodworking  shop,  and  general 
storage.  Dr.  McGlamery  thinks  the  hos¬ 
pital  may  be  opened  within  a  year.  They 
were  fortunate  in  having  purchased 
steel,  pipe,  and  electrical  wire  before 
building  materials  became  scarce. 

Miss  Emily  Head,  R.N.,  was  granted 
a  visa  in  September  and  sailed  early  in 
October  for  Barranquilla.  She  will  as¬ 
sist  in  medical  work  in  Colombia. 

The  first  Southern  Baptist  hospital  in 
Latin  America,  on  which  construction 
was  begun  last  year  in  Asuncion,  Para¬ 
guay,  is  expected  to  open  about  the 
middle  of  next  year. 


Evuwpo Italic  Campaign  In  Japan 

During  an  evangelistic  campaign  in 
progress  in  Japan,  7,000  people  have 
signed  cards  indicating  their  profession 
of  faith  in  Christ  or  expressing  their 
interest  in  becoming  Christians.  Dr. 
Theron  Rankin  and  Dr.  Baker  J.  Cau- 
then  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  Dr. 
Duke  K.  McCall  of  Nashville,  and  Dr. 
W.  A.  Criswell  of  Dallas,  are  assisting 
Japanese  Baptist  pastors  in  the  crusade. 

Dr.  Sadamoto  Kawano,  who  Is  serving 
as  Dr.  Cauthen’s  interpreter,  reports 
encouraging  responses  in  the  swing 
around  Kyashu  Island.  Dr.  Cauthen 
preached  four  times  each  day  for  four 
days  at  Fukuoka,  one  of  the  two  Baptist 
educational  centers.  Services  were  held 
for  five  days  at  Kokua.-the  other  center. 
About  500  people  responded  to  the  mes¬ 
sages  at  each  place. 

Dr.  Rankin  wrote: 

“We  have  an  open  door  in  Japan 
today  such  as  1  have  never  known  any¬ 
where  else  in  the  world  at  any  time.”

Preparing  for  Transjordan  Mission 

J)r.  and  Mrs.  J.  T.  McRae  and  Nurse 
Ruth  Swann  are  sailing  November  15 
for  Beirut,  Lebanon,  where  they  will 
study  the  Arabic  language  in  preparation 
for  medical  missionary  service  among 
the  Arab  people. 

Until  missionaries  have  a  sufficient 
knowledge  of  the  language  to  operate 
the  hospital  recently  acquired  in  Trans¬ 
jordan,  it  will  be  maintained  by  its 
present  staff.  Gilead  Mission  Hospital 
is  a  gift  to  Southern  Baptists  from  An¬ 
glican  missionaries  who,  having  receiv¬ 
ed  it  as  a  gift,  found  it  impossible  to 
operate  it  themselves.  Located  near  the 
village  of  Ajloun  in  the  northern  division 
of  Transjordan,  the  hospital  is  in  a 
region  which  has  approximately  176 
small  but  thickly  scattered  villages. 

There  is  only  one  other  mission  work¬ 
er,  an  independent  faith  missionary,  in 
the  district.  The  only  medical  work  in 
the  area,  outside  the  mission  hospital, 
is  a  small  10-bed  government  hospital. 

The  present  mission  hospital  building, 
a  30-bed  unit,  could  easily  be  enlarged 
to  a  65-bed  hospital  by  housing  the  staff 
elsewhere  and  building  a  second  story 
to  the  two  wings.  A  nursing  school  has 
been  maintained  in  connection  with  the 
hospital. 

Eight  acres  of  land  are  included  in 
the  mission  property.  In  addition  to  the 
hospital  building,  the  property  contains 
four  residence  buildings.

IL  THE  HONOR  GOD 
REQUIRES  OF  MEN 
INCLUDES  THE  TRIBUTE 
OF  THEIR  GAINS 

Proverbs  3:5-8. 

"Honor  Jehovah  with  thy  substance, 
and  with  the  first-fruits  of  all  thine  in¬ 
crease”. 

1.  Thy  substance  must  mean  thy  capi¬ 
tal.  You  set  into  business  with  a  large 
capital?  First,  share  it  with  the  Lord, 
giving  His  rightful  portion.  His  prescrib¬ 
ed  proportion,  to  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

L  "The  first-fruits  of  all  ihlne  in¬ 
crease”  means  the  profit  you  accrue 
In  business.  "My  capital  is  too  small:” 
There  was  once  a  sore  famine  in  the 
land  of  Israel  and  Elijah  went  at  the 
command  of  the  Lord  to  Zeraphath 
where  a  Sidonian  widow  dwelt.  Elijah 
asked  her  for  bread  and  was  told  that 
she  had  only  a  Utile  which  she  intended 
cooking  for  herself  and  her  son,  and 
that  after  that  they  would  die.  And  Eli¬ 
jah  told  her  to  give  the  servant  of  Je¬ 
hovah  His  share  first,  "a  little  cake”. 
You  remember  that  story?  read  It  again 
in  I  Kings  17:8-16. 

"But  my  income,  my  profit  from  my 
small  capital  is  too  small”.  Well,  when 
you  take  Jehovah  shopping  with  you  and 
let  Him  lead  in  the  matter.  He  will  show 
you  how  to  buy  more  with  nine  .dollars 
than  you  can  with  ten.  Try  Him! 

III.  ILLUSTRATION  OF  THE  POOR 
WIDOW  WHO  GAVE  THE  MOST 

Mark  12:41-44. 

Note  first  that  the  Lord  watched  those 
who  were  giving  and  took  note  of  how 
much  they  were  giving.  How  would  you 
love  to  have  Him  watch  the  collection 
plate  when  it  passes  you  in  church  next 
Sunday  morning?  How  would  you  love 
to  have  Him  know  how  skimpy  are  your 
contributions  to  His  work?  Well,  He 
knows,  and  don't  you  forget  that! 

Again,  he  called  the  attention  of  the 
disciples  to  the  matter.  Were  those  dis¬ 
ciples  comparable  to  the  preachers?  Is 
that  who  they  were?  But  was  there  not 
a  few  years  ago  a  preacher  who  learned 
what  the  men  of  his  church  were  giving 
to  the  work  of  the  Lord  and  was  asked 
by  his  men  to  resign  because  they  learn¬ 
ed  that  the  preacher  knew  how  much 
they  were  worth  and  how  much  they 
were  giving?  But  the  Lord  called  His 
disciples  to  watch  with  Him  what  the 
people  were  giving. 

The  Lard  declared  te  the  disciple*  that 
the  poor  widow  had  given  more.  MORE, 
than  all  the  other  people  had  put  la  to¬ 
gether.  How  could  she  have  given  more 
than  all  the  others  together? 

The  Lord  measures  the  size  of  a  gift 
by  what  the  giver  has  left.  A  Rothschilds 
gives  a  million  and  has  a  hundred  mil¬ 
lion  left.  A  blind  beggar  gives  a  dime 
and  has  nothing  left,  not  even  the  price 
of  a  sandwich  to  stay  the  gnawing  pangs 
of  hunger.  God  says  the  beggar  gives 
more  than  the  millionaire.

Religious  training  is  not  always  a  guar¬ 
antee  of  virtue  but  godless  education 
certainly  does  not  produce  saints.” 

The  letter  said  it  was  for  the  chan¬ 
cery  office  to  judge  “the  validity  of  rea¬ 
sons  alleged  for  the  attendance  of  a 
Catholic  child  in  a  neutral  school  where 
Catholic  schools  are  available.”  Outside 
the  city  of  San  Antonio,  it  said,  “a  de¬ 
cision  is  to  be  made  by  the  pastor  with 
the  advice  of  the  very  reverend  dean."

Gladys  Hopewell. 

Speaking  in  chapel  services  at  the 
Berkeley  seminary  on  September  19, 
Dr.  Nichols,  professor  in  the  China-  Bap¬ 
tist  Theological  Seminary  in  Shanghai, 
said,  “The  church  houses  in  China  are 
full  and  overflowing,  and  our  churches 
there  have  a  determination  to  carry  on 
for  Christ.  Our  Christian  forces  face 
many  difficulties  in  China,  but  out  of 
chaos  will  come  order  that  will  be  a 
blessing  to  humanity  and  a  glory  to 
Christ.  1  am  confident  the  work  will  go 


Threat  to  Fellowship 

Fellowship  of  world  Baptists  was  dealt 
severe  blows  at  Cleveland  last  month 
by  certain  advocates  of  church  union 
who  seemed  determined  every  time  they 
reached  the  platform  to  jab  at  those  who 
might  disagree  with  them  on  the  sub¬ 
ject. 

In  keeping  with  the  statement  of  Doc¬ 
tor  C.  Oscar  Johnson  and  Doctor  Arnold 
T.  Orhn,  no  definite  attempt  was  made 
to  push  the  Baptist  World  Alliance  into 
the  World  Council  of  Churches.  These 
leaders  should  not  be  held  responsible 
for  the  statements  of  others. 

Sections  of  some  reports  and  ad¬ 
dresses  were  evidently  intended  as  a 
series  of  deliberate  attacks  upon  all  — 
Southern  Baptists  and  other  groups  — 
who  do  not  believe  in  the  wisdom  of 
church  union.  The  privilege  of  the  plat¬ 
form  was  repeatedly  used  to  exploit  the 
position  of  the  church  unionists. 

This  attack  reached  its  climax  in  the 
pageant  presented  on  Tuesday  evening 
and  prepared  by  Dr.  D.  R.  Sharpe, 
Chairman  of  the  Cleveland  Committee 
on  Arrangements.  The  script  of  this 
pageant  had  not  been  submitted  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Alliance  for 
approval.  The  committee  has  since  gone 
on  record  as  stating  that  the  pageant 
does  not  represent  the  position  of  the 
Alliance. 

Doctor  Sharpe  puts  the  following  words 
into  the  mouth  of  a  character  called 
Prophet: 

“When  evil  men  unite  to  destroy  the 
world,  good  men  must  unite  to  save 
it.  The  ecumenical  movement  has  in  it 
the  seeds  of  the  second  Protestant  Refor¬ 
mation.  It  is  the  most  hopeful  sign  on 
the  religious  horizon  today.  O  denomina¬ 
tions!  Unite  and  win.  Go  your  separate 
ways  and  fail. 

“Go,  Spirit  of  Indifference,  Crime, 
Lawlessness,  Racial  Intolerance,  Totali¬ 
tarianism,  Greed,  and  Narrow  Denomi- 
nationalism.  There  is  no  place  for  you  in 
this  A  and  H  bomb  age.  You  will  blow 
up  yourselves  and  the  world.  Your  road 
is  destruction.” 

Doctor  Sharpe  took  it  upon  himself  to 
pronounce  doom  upon  denominations 
which  refuse  to  unite  and  to  class  strong 
denominational  spirit  with  crime  and 
lawlessness.  We  think  he  made  himself 
entirely  ridiculous.  We  would  like  to  re¬ 
mind  him  that  since  1925  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  membership  has  increased  by  67  per 
cent  while  that  of  Northern  Baptists,  who 
are  aligned  with  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches,  has  increased  only  10  per 
cent.  ^ 

Furthermore,  Doctor  Sharpe,  violated 
the  fundamental  purpose  of  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance,  which  is  to  show  the  “es¬ 
sential  oneness"  of  Baptists,  by  intro¬ 
ducing  in  such  strong  language  a  topic 
on  which  Baptists  admittedly  are  not 
one.  We  hope  leaders  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  the  state  conven¬ 
tions,  and  pastors  of  churches  in  the 
South  will  send  him  their  messages  of 
protest  in  great  numbers. 

Southern  Baptists  have  made  up  their 
minds  about  church  union  and  have  re¬ 
peatedly  stated  their  views  on  the  sub¬ 
ject.  They  are  not  going  to  be  shoved 
into  it  by  some  small  group  of  fana¬ 
tics.  They  should  not  be  embarrassed 
by  those  who  presume  to  speak  for  them 
in  the  Baptist  name  to  the  rest  of  the 
world. 

It  is  to  be  sincerely  hoped  that  the 
program  committee  for  the  1955  London 
Congress  will  select  speakers  with  the 
fairness  not  to  project  their  pet  theories 
from  the  platform  and  leaders  who  will 
not  break  the  fellowship  of  the  Alliance. 


Do  Pastors  Work?

Recently  a  loyal  and  faithful  supporter 
of  preachers  said  to  me,  “If  laymen  did 
not  work  at  their  jobs  any  more  steadily 
than  the  preachers  work  at  theirs,  they 
could  not  hold  a  job  nor  make  a  living 
for  their  families”.  He  put  emphasis  on 
the  phrase  "at  their  job”  implying  that 
he  did  not  mean  that  preachers  were 
indolent.  He  said  they  are  usually  busy 
men  but  give  much  of  their  time  to  more 
or  less  unimportant  sidelines  other  than 
that  to  which  God  has  called  them  and 
for  which  the  church  is  paying  them. 

’  He  said,  “I  have  been  a  member  of 
the  church  thirty  years  and  have  had 
at  least  a  dozen  pastors.  Only  one  actual¬ 
ly,  as  it  seemed  to  me,  gave  us  his  full¬ 
time  to  the  study  of  his  Bible  and  prayer 
and  to  the  Holy  Spirit-assigned,  delicate 
duty  of  leading,  watching  after,  caring 
for  and  shepherding  the  flock.”  Pastors 
do  not  realize  the  confusion  and  humilia¬ 
tion  church  members  suffer  at  this  very 
point. 

May  I  re-enforce  this  layman  by  say¬ 
ing  that  in  my  37  years  active  connection 
with  our  Southwestern  Seminary  I  taught 
many  capable,  even  brilliant  men,  who 
in  their  pastorates  have  had  on)y  medi¬ 
ocre  success,  the  chief  reason  being 
that  their  very  popularity  led  them  to 
give  too  much  time  to  confessedly  al¬ 
truistic  community  movements.  On  the 
other  hand,  I  have  taught  men  of 
mediocre  ability  who  have  gone  out  on 
the  field  and  worked  day  by  day  at  the 
job,  refusing  to  sacrifice  the  best  on  the 
altar  of  the  good,  and  thereby  achieved 
‘4  outstanding  success  as  pastors. 

I  used  to  say  that  industrious,  hard- 
workers  as  they  are,  not  more  than  half 
the  pastors  work  at  their  one,  God-ap¬ 
pointed  church  job  more  than  half  the 
time. 

Pastor  Truett  used  to  tell  about  a  pas¬ 
tor  who  was  always  nervously  busy  run¬ 
ning  from  here  to  yonder.  In  a  deacons’ 
meeting  he  desparingly  wrung  his  hands, 
“Brethren,  I  don’t  know  what  we  are  to 
do!  The  church  is  cold  and  non-spiritual. 

I  am  as  busy  as  I  can  be  all  the  time 
but  it  does  no  good.” 

A  keen-minded  deacon  asked,  “Do 
you  suppose  it  would  help  the  sitaution 
if  you  should  also  meet  all  the  freight 
trains?”
